failure. 


Tho discovery Las boon made that a largo 


amount of tho indebtedness of Duncan, 
Sherman & Co., hold in this city is accomo- 
dation paper iu tho form of drafts drawn on 
them by a confidential clork iu their office, 
accepted by thorn and sold to various banks 
through note brokers. Tho announcement 
is also luado thut tho letters of credit for 
which tho father of Mr. Duncan became re- 
sponsible amount only to about §30,000. 
At interviews with various bankers and 
merchants relative to this proceeding of 
Duncan, Sherman & Co., some say it is 
frequently done and is considered legitimate 
business, while others denounce it. Con- 
siderable of this "accommodation paper'1 is 
said to have been sold iu Providence. Tho 
firm admit that this sort of paper was 
made. They claim there is no deception 
and that it is a common practice with other 
New York houses. 


The Tribune says that information was 


obtained last evening from a prominent 
banker that it became known by two or 
throe persons who have been iu the habit of 
buying acceptances of Duncan, Sherman & 
Oo., that tho paper of tho firm was being 
manufactured with the assistance of a clork, 
and these persons atonce declined to have 
anything inoro to do with tho paper, not re- 
garding it as safe nor tho transaction as le- 
gitimate. This gentleman also stated that a 
large amount of those acceptances have 
been sold in Providence, tho ageut there 
representing that they were based upon 
merchandise consigned to the firm in Now 
York, As the family of Duncan has boon 
long and favorably known in Providonce the 
agent met with little difficulty in disposing 
of the paper,of which probably not less than 
§300,000 is now held in that city. It is also 
assorted by this banker that ono bank in 
this city holds $50,000 of their acceptances, 
another §8S,000 and still another §30,000, 
besides smaller amounts in tho hands of dif- 
ferent persons.

Halleck, it 


appears, up to the lime of bin arrest bad 
only received from Oilman $(!00. 
It wns 


arranged, however, tbat ho was to have OU- 


, 
man's place of business as his share—osten- 
sibly on- rent. The dstectives, however, 
sbrowdly surmised that this was all a "put 
up job," as a transfer of tbo property has 
already boon affected to another party, and 
not lo Ilalleck. Oilman's visit to New York 
was for the purpose of makiug Ibo purchase 
of a saloon in Brooklyn for tbo aunt of $1;",,. 
000, and to get rid of some of the money. 


Shortly after the robbery Ottman visited 


the banking-house of 'Itiggs & Oo., with 
$1000 in smnl! bills, and received in ex- 
change two i$f,00 bills. He bad scarcely 


• received these ore ho carried Ihem to 
tbe 


Treasury Department, and presented them 
at the counter iu the cash-room to bo ex- 
changed Into suinll bills. 'Ibe teller, who 
know bim, laughingly remarked, "Oilman, 
you must bo tbe man wbo got that $-17,000 
package." To this ho responded, "lean 
prove where I got my -$500 bit's from. I 
received those from Mr. Eiggs himself." 
Inquiry elicited the fact mentioned above, 
that Ottman bad received tbo $500 bills at 
Eiggs's bank the same day thai he presented 
them at tbe Treasury, but, of course, not 
from Mr. Higgs, but through tho regular 
toller. 
In tho, light of later days, this 


seemingly furmy transaction explains itself. 
Hr. Oilman was preparing lo show tbat be 
got S500 bills legitimately; "only that and 
nothing more." 


Tho prisoner, Benjamin B. Uallook.is tho 


son of a Um'vorsalist minister who lost his 
life in a railroad accident on tho Erie road. 
The circumstances of this dicnster and tho 
horrible hoath of Halleck's father are fa- 
miliar to many of our readers. Ho was 
fastened iu Iho burning wreck of tbe train 
in such a nmnuor tbat, though he could 
make his situation known, no assistance 
could bo rendered to extricalo him, and be 
literally roasled alive. Ho had poen preach- 
ing at Mohawk, N. Y., just prior to tho ac- 
cident. Soino time after the catastrophe 
the friends of Ualleck's widowed mother 
mide an effort logot him a situation iu tbe 
Treasury, and the relation of Ihe circum- 
stances of tbo tragic taking-off of the fath- 
er had such an influence-on the svnipatholic 
nature of General Spinner that the desired 
position was granted without any special 
recommendation 
being 
required.

His 


reputation was thought to be irreproach- 
able by all insh'o of Iho building, and when 
every one iu the cash room came under tho 
ban of suspicion, Ce -oral Spinner happened 
to reflect on Halleck, in a conversation with 
Mr. Wyman, tbo chief of tbo division. Tbat 
official, wbo bad listened gravely when 
those muoh higher in authority were spoken 
of, actually laughed and said, "The idea of 
charging 'innocent Benny' with any such 
crime/' It never struck him that under a 
pleasing exterior, etc., etc. 
It appears, 


however, that outside he was a little better 
known. For instance, bo was frequently in 
the habit of borrowing money at usurious 
rates, And it is seen that he sometimes on- 
gageJ in gambling. Halleck is a married 
man, but ho has no children. His wife is at 
present absent from tho city.—[Despatch 
to New York Times.
